Be sure not to have a tool equipped when 
you visit. 


Upgrading 

With every swing you gain tool experi¬ 
ence, but you can't upgrade your tools 
until you have enough experience and ore 
for the blacksmith. You'll also need to 
open up the mines at the archeological 
dig site. When you're ready, call Saibara 
the Blacksmith during his regular hours 
and talk to Gray. If 
you have the expe¬ 
rience, ore and 
gold, he will make 
an upgrade. 


Accesorries 

Just because you have an axe, hoe, sickle, 
hammer and watering can doesn’t mean 
that you're done shopping. Van and the 
Yodel Farm sell important accessories that 
can add to your stamina or increase your 
daily productivity. Before you buy animals, 
buy a pair of Touch Panel Gloves so you 
can provide extra 
care that enhances 
produce quality. 
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Growing Crops 

The fastest way to start a farm is with a plot of tilled land and a bag full of seeds. Its 
easy if you always remember to water!

Water 


Clear the weeds, sticks and 
rocks from a small area of 
land and use your hoe to 
create a 3x3 tilled area. 

Modify the shape of your 
plot for easy watering. 

Plant 

Stand in the center square of the 3x3 
tilled plot once the soil is turned just the 
way you want it. Certain 
crops giow in specific sea¬ 
sons, so equip the right 
seed bag. Now press the 
Y Button to throw the 
seeds up in the air! 






If it's not raining then you should water 
your crops. Look closely and you'll notice 
that the watered ground 
looks slightly darker than 
the diy ground. You only 
need to water a square one 
time each day. 


Ship 

How do you know when your crops are 
ready to ship? Try picking it up the same 
way you pick berries or 
shoots in the other lots. 

You can't pick unripe pro¬ 
duce, but any ripe crops 
belong in the shipping bin 
before 5:00PM! 



Repeat 

Crops like corn, cucumbers and tomatoes 
keep growing produce throughout the 
season, so it's important to remember to 
water even after harvests. 

The most profitable plants 
tend to take longer to 
ripen and require more 
watering work. 
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Seeds to Saplings 

Orchards and vineyards don't grow like 
conventional crops and you need to use a 
different planting pattern. To plant a tree, 
use your hoe to scratch out a tilled 2x2 
square area. First plantings are tricky, so 
stand in the top left square and face down 
toward your touch screen. Now sow the 
seeds and water the patch like any other 
field crop until you see sprouts. Once the 
sapling takes root you can let the tree or 
grapevine grow on its own without the 
extra watering time. 
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Raising Livestock 




Growing crops provides you with income throughout three seasons, but produce 
from livestock can keep you profitable throughout the year. 


Chickens 


Ducks 


Chickens are affordable but they don't 
offer the same sort of profit that prized 
cows and sheep can deliver. If you feed 
and pick them up each day you’ll notice 
that the egg quality will improve, result 
mg in more revenue. Most frugal farmers 
buy one chicken and gradually raise the 
rest by keeping eggs in the incubators. 


Ducks are similar to chickens except you'll 
need to order a pond from Gotz for your 
farm before they can waddle around. Like 
chickens, ducks munch on feed and prefer 
staying inside the shed during stormy 
weather. It’s easy to raise a big flock- just 
keep placing duck eggs inside the bird 
shed incubator until you have enough. 



Cows 

Cows require more work than other farm 
livestock, but they also offer the highest 
profit potential. Like most animals, cows 
need to be fed and looked after every 
day, but you can increase their affection 
and productivity by brushing them daily 
and by milking them with tne touch 
screen glove accessory. Cows will eat tall 
grass growing at your farm, but you’ll 
find it easier to manage your herd if you 
build a fence around the pasture first. 


Sheep 

Sheep don’t offer the same profit as cows, 
but they also require far less daily care. 
Combine the Touch Panel Gloves with the 
Clippers to collect more batches of 
sheared wool than if you use Clippers 
alone.
